The 
report, to President Haynes has not been made 
as. yet, but the open meetings have revealed 
at least one important fact, and that is that 
a permanent committee should be established 
to ‘relieve Bursar’ Crenshaw of work which 
he should not be. required to do. 

“The Gateway: suggests that this permanent 
Avpanisation should resemble the Board. of 
Student Publications in form and power. The 
members, preferably three faculty members 
and two elected students, should have com- 
plete control. and. select the . bookstore “help, 
and: a. student ‘manager. fe ae 
AS ‘scholarship for the student manager 
and a small percentage of the profits: to those. 
who: ‘Would : ‘assist. him. “would” provide then 
with an. incentive for operating the. book- 
store at a profit. Each year this residue 
would Yevei't to a bookstore fund, and .would 
be’.used the next’ year to‘ reduce prices. or 
insure the. ‘maintenance of- low prices. 

From the-interest displayed ‘by ‘the pres- 
exit committee, it. would seem only natural 
that they should be, selected. as’ a permanent 
Board’ of Student’ Supplies, and an election 
laa -be held: each | year.
